But what assurance bave the 
Carton landers that Chang Tso- 
lin will keep the faith? What 
reason to think chat he will 
not usa them as a counterweight 
in his struggle wits Wo Pei-fu 
and then relegate them and their 
ideals of republican government 
to the discard? Why expect 
him to do other than the political 
wistatres insist he will do? 
The vagaries of Chinese 
politics, weird and iNogical 
as they «are, “seam to 
have no deterrent effect upon the 
prophets. Jus: exectly what 
Uhang will doin the event of an 
agreement with Canton bas elt 
been set for us in such detail that 
it would hardly ba worth while 
reading about it afterwards—— 
excep: for the fact that the event 
will probably bear noz the slight- 
est resemblance to the prophecy. 

Bat suppose Cnang does live up 
to the evil name that he has 
tigntly or werongle acquired. 
Suppose that. in alliance with the 
forces of Sun Yas-sen. he becomes 
the sole dictator of Chins. Ard 
suppose he refuses to surrender 
any measore of his power to the 
people of China. Suppose. if 
yeu like, that he -attermpts ‘to 
fotlow in the footsteps of Yusn 
Shih- kai. In such a case it is 
highly probable that the Cor stitu- 
tionalists “would go back to 
Canton, which seems securely 
theirs, and continuethe revolution 
from where they lefs of. ‘Ibis 
has happesed before: it may very 
well happen again. The caus of 
republicanism has lost nothing: 
it is no worse off,,than it was 
hefore; and it bas run no risk of 
defeat. With everrtbing to win 
and nothing tolose,one can hardly 
blame its leaders fordaring totake 
the hazard. , 

And ifthe prophets are wroog? 
Thereinlies the chief interest to 
the possible entente between Can- 
ton and Mukden. Ifthe combina- 
tion were able to eliminate 
the other forces now active 
in China and gaic controk 
of the government at Peking. if 
Chang should prove faithful to 
his pledge and proceed toe make 
his philosophy his rule of action, 
if a new Parliament were elected 
and one real government, how- 
ever inefficient, were to succeed 
the unstable balance of petty 
powers which now exists, how 
would the world rise up and pro- 
claim the greatness of Chang and 
Sun!

| ations, but by exerting diplomatic 
pressure directly through their 
own countries, - 

It may be that a realisation of 
Treland’s essential community of 
interests with the future develop.
